OHUNG-KING. 

Tho N.-C. Herald contains the ‘following 
further particulats regarding tho anti- 
missionary ricta at Ohungking 
“From private advices which have been 
received hero we learn that thé outbreak 
against the Missionaros in Ohung king was 
much morevaerious than it appenred in tho 
lettor from which. we quoted. on Wednes- 
day. “When the last courier was loaving 
the ‘city, affairs were looking worse than 
‘they lind previously been ; the people wore 
burning the American Miasion premises ani 
the honses of all the native converts, Tho 
Chungking peopla orv. intensely auperati- 
tious, and there. js every, renaun to belivve 
that the riots had their oricin in what ap- 

eared to them very objectionable foreign 
Buildings crected ia the cily ‘by the niis- 
sionaries, Tho Maryary affair and the pro- 
clamation which followed are, however, 
still fresh in tho minds of the Szechuan 
authorities, and no doubt prompt satisfac- 
[tion and redress will bo offered. | 

All foroigners in the vicinity of Chung 
king, where the recon rivt was, have been 
ordered by their Ounauls to leave the place 
and procecd to Hankow pending the action 
of the Chinese authorities, It appears that 
one of the Missiounry Sociuties erected a 
building upon a Hilt dominating Chungking, 
and tho atudente professed to believe that 
the building was intended to be used asa 
fort, from which tha town was to be bom- 
barded. - It is fortuimte that no lives were 
lost during the riot. 


THE TRAGEDY UN: BOARD THE 
JOHN MACLEOD. 


On tho J0th inst. an enquiry was opened 
at H.  M.’s Cousults-General, Shanghai, 
by Mc Chalonce Alnbastor, Acting Consal- 
General, into the ciroumstances attending 
the deaths of Charles Atkina-n, boatawain 
and acting second mats, and George Jorney, 
able-s:aman, on bond the John Macleod, 
No, 90,742, of St. John’s, New Brunswick, 
in the course of a voyage from New York 
to Shanghai. 

Oaptain Stuart, mater of the John Mac- 
leod, was firat. called. He handed jn the 
following extract from the official log, made 
on the day following that of the occurrence
